This was proclaimed 
by Mr. Elaine's friends as positive 
assurance that

fljht for the presidency, notwith- 
standing his public and private asser- 
tion to taa caatrary. However, he was 
pla.-ed in nomination at Minneapolis 
and defeated by the federal brigade 
from states that were not expected to 
give their electoral votes to a republi 
can. 


Senator Frye, of Maine, delivered a 


eulogy of J. Q. .Blame, in Boston last 
Tuesday.

ttmated that our merchants pay about 
1100,000,000 a year to foreign ship own- 
era to carry American products abroad 
and foreign articles to the United 
States.

The Kelchstaf Dissolved. 


Special to the JOUSNAL.) 


BESLIS, May 6.—The army bill was 


rejectad to-day in the Reichstag by a 
vote of 210 against the bill to 162, in 
favor of it. A rescript signed by the 
Kaiser dissolving the Reichstag was 
mmediately promulgated and the 
Reichstag is now dissolved. 


The Social Democratic members dis- 


played the wildest enthusiasm over the 
result, giving cheer after cheer, and 
great confusion and uproar prevailed. 
Public sentiment is at the highest pitch 
in Berlin. 


The new elections are set for June 


15th, and the session will open within 
ninety days. 


The result of the vote of army bill 


caused no surprise to the government. 
Oaprivi attempted yesterday evening to 
rally the wavering members to support 
the measure offering compromises. 
The offer, however, did not gain a 
single vote, and attempts at a compro- 
mise failed. The kaisar became im- 
patient of further delay and was 
pressed for a decision by the Reichstag 
to-day. Hence the vote was taken at 
once instead of being postponed until 
Monday. 


The failure of the army bill makes it 


necessary for the kaiser to defer for 
the present hia projected reforms 
of military command of posts in the 
war office. 


Chancellor Caprlvi hiw «ro««> to Pols- 


dam to offer his resignation to the 
kaiser. 
The kaiser has summoned 


Count Von Euleuberg, the Prussian 
premier, to Potsdam. Enlenberg took 
the place of Caprivl when he resigned 
that otfloe some time since.

MB. OLASTONE OK BIMETALLISM. 


Yesterday afternoon Mr. Oladstont 


addressed a meet ing of his constituent! 
in the Free Assembly hall, Edinburg 
At an early hour a deputation from the 
Edinburg chamber of commerce hacl 
had an interview with the right honor- 
able gentleman, and represented to bin. 
that there had been during the past 
Cew months a remarkable growth o 
public opinion in favor of currency re- 
form; that the miners and other work- 
iugmen in Mid-Lothian were now con- 
vinced that bimetallism was the onlj 
remedy for low wages, and the farmen 
that nothing else could save their In- 
dustry from ruin; and that similar 
views were now prevalent all over the 
country, and would undoubtedly ex- 
ercise a strong influence of votes dar- 
ing the approaching general election. 


Such an authorative expression o! 


the state of public opinion is never lost 
on the responsive sympathies of the 
prime minister, and hi Recourse of hit 
afternoon's speech he referred to the 
subject in the following terms: 


OUBBEXCY REFORM. 


"And now, gentlemen, I must turn 


for a few moments—and when I use 
the term moments, although the ques- 
tion I am about to deal with is a quee- 
tion which it would take hours to 
elucidate, and I am afraid that after 
the patient hearing you have given me 
on the subject of Ireland, which after 
all is still the principal labor question 
of the day, you would not sit another 
hour in this crowded hall ['Go on,' and 
loud cheers] notwithstanding these 
consideration?, 
when I 
speak of 


moments I really mean to trespass on 
your further attention for only a 
limited space of time. But after tht 
highly interesting conversation which 
it was my prlvilage to hold this morn- 
ing with gentlemen well qualified to 
represent your views and the views of 
a large and steadily growing section of 
public opinion on the intricate ques- 
tion of the necessity for some more or 
less adequate adaption of the standard 
of value to the changed conditions 
under which Jn our day the interchange 
of commodities is earned on, I must 
turn for a few moments to what is 
familiarly known as the question of 
currency reform. 


MEANS BIMETALLISM. 


" Now, I am sure we all have a most 


profound veneration for the currency, 
aad there are at least three aspects hi 
which the subject might be regarded, 
but as time is at present of great value 
—you are familiar with the popular 
and highly expressive saying that time 
a money, and it has a currency of itt* 
own wnluli we cannot, and at the time 
of life at which I have now arrived 1 
especially must not disregard—I shall 
content myself with saying hi a single 
word that currency reform means bi- 
metallism. [Loud and prolonged cheer- 
tog.] I might refer you to my former 
utterances on this question, but though 
I am not aware that any of the princi- 
ples which I have on previous occasion? 
enunciated are obsolete or inapplicable 
to existing conditions, I am now in 
a position to say that I regard 
bimetallism as a question which is fully 
ripe for discussion, and that we are 
rapidly approaching the time when it 
must become ripe for settlement on a 
broad and final basis. Gentlemen, we 
are bound to take into our considera- 
tion, not only the limited class of cred-' 
itors for whom an approaching stand- 
ard of value has naturally a strong and 
irresistible attraction; but we must ac- 
knowledge that it is the duty of a dem- 
ocratic legislature to supply the much 
larger class of people who require 
money for the payment of their debts 
with a currency to which they may 
lave access on easier terms. [Loud 
applause.] 


GOLD APPRECIATION. 


It is essential, at the same time to 


provide a standard of value which shall 
be as little fluctuating as the variable 
conditions regulating the supply and 
demand for the precious metals will 
lerrnii Now, it has been demonstrated 
}y Mr. Giffen and other high authori- 
ties that within the last few years gold 
has varied from 20 to 26 per cent, and 
even from 30 to 40 per cent, in relation 
to other commodities. 
The people, 


whose judgment on all such matters 
must be final, guided by that divine in- 
tuition 
which distinguishes those 


whom I may call the masses from the 
more artificially molded components 
of society designated the classes, have 
arrived at the conclusion that, to cor- 
rect the variable tendency of gold, it 
must, as a standard or value and as a 
legal medium for the Interchange of 
commodities, be linked indisolubly 
with silver. It has been said that it 
passes the wit of man to devise a 
scheme by which a variable standard 
of value shall be made less fluctuating 
by linking it with another metal which 
is more variable.

Thii cream is a trifle lighter in 
color than the milk itself, and when 
churned makes a kind of butter that re- 
sembles a thick mixture of coal tar. 
Paradoxical as it may seem, this butter 
is aa palatable as though of a golden yel- 
low, 
and it is said to be highly relished 


by the whole Hansborougb family. 


At first, when the peculiar color of 


Mollie's milk was discovered by the per- 
son to whom was allotted-the task of 
"breaking the cow in." the family was 
afraid to use it in any way. When they 
saw that the calf was waxing fat on the 
liquid tar, the younger members of the 
family overcame their prejudices, and 
within a few days the milk was being 
used just the same as if it had been of 
the regulation color.
